The number of American buyers 
now in Europe in search of fine cattle 
-. is larger than at any previous time, 
and indicates the tremendous strides 
which the live stock business is tak- 
ing. The majority of these purchasers 
are from the West, and there is ap- 
parent a wide-spread desire not only 
to increase the herds, but to greatly 
improve the quality of American beef. 
Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa aud Missouri 
are represented among the searchers 
for animals of individual merit, and 
the year’s shipments of pedigree cattle 
from England and Scotland wiil be 
very large. Foreign advices indicate 
the growing popularity of the Polled- 
Augus or Aberdeen cattle. Many 
American buyers are locking over the 
best herds in Scotland, and in securing 
the choice individuals are compelled 
to pay fabulous prices. It is evident 
that the victory won at the Paris Ex- 
hibition by the black hornless cattle 
has finally resulted in what may be 
termed a craze forthem. Within the 
past six months prices for cattle of 
this breed have increased almost three- 
fold, and it is questiorable whether 
the supply of desirable animals will 
supply the demand on this side of the 
water, to say nothing of the increased 
demand for them in European 
countries, particularly in France. The 
breeders of shorthorn cattle are alsv 
threatened with a dearth of good 
stock. The English herds are 
being rapidly depleted, and _first- 
class stock is bringing outside prices. 
The competition of the past four 
years, since the Hereford and Polled- 
cattle fanciers have demonstrated their 
strength, has resulted in an increased 
demand for pure-bred short-horns and 
while American breeders are placing 
excellent stock upon the market, the 
best known and most successful ng- 
lish breeders sre receiving large and 
frequent orders. The rage among 
American breeders is largely confined 
tou the production of a high class of 
grades, and the struggle between the 
friends of various beef breeds has be- 
come one in which the public are 
deeply interested. The result of this 
controversy will eventually do away 
with scraggy beef, and, if the fight con- 
tinues to grow in intensity, it can not 
be many years before the great ranch- 
men of the plains will be compeiled 
to pay still greater attention to the 
quality of the sires with their native 
cows. There has been a very great 
improvement in this respect. as the re- 
ceipts at all the Western markets con- 
clusively prove, yet there is room for 
further improvement.

The lronworkers' Strike. 
PittTsBuRG, June 6. 

The iron situation continues without 
material change. The latest incidents 
are regarded by workmen as indicative 
of their final success. A few days be- 
fore the strike commenced, Silver 
Bros. & Phillips, who employ 3,800 
men and are the largest manufacturers 
of specialties in the country, ordered 
repairs for their works which would 
require three months to complete. It 
is now stated that they will be ready 
to run withina month, Other manu- 
facturers have also countermanded 
orders for extensive repairs, Work- 
men are of opinion that while the 
manufacturers of this district want to 
resist the demands as long as possible, 
they have determined not to allow 
those of other districts to get the bet- 
ter of them and on an indication of a 
general break they will quickly follow 
suit in order to hold their trade.

Im portant to Homestead Settlers 
Wasurinerton, June 5. 

Senator Plumb reported favorably 
to the Senate from the Committee on 
Public Lands to-day a bill for the 
relief of homestéad settlers on public 
lands, It provides that when a home- 
stead entry has been made on un- 
occupied lands, and the settler shall 
have improved the same in good faith 
for agricultural purposes, with honses 
and trees, or otherwise, in a substantial 
manner, and shall be compelled by 
sickness Or necessity, to labor for the 
support of his family, to absent him- 
self for a part of the time during the 
period of residence, he shal! have the 
right to prove his bona fide occupation 
and improvement of the laud, not- 
withstanding his absence; where a 
se.tler has settled upon and improved 
land, aod dies before the period of 
residence fixed by law expires, and his 
family, or agent, as representative of 
the family, continues to posses and 
improve the Jand, the patent shall be 
issued to the widow or representative 
of the estate. 


Another Seeonsat Gone. 
New York, June 6. 

John H. Monsell, real estate broker, 
died in Brooklyn yesterday. In 1849, 
when the California fever broke out in 
the Eastern States, Monsell was one of 
a party of pioneers who went West.

A Sauvage Attempt to Ferce an Editor 


to Reveal the Name of a Correspond- 
ent. —

Carson Crry, June 6. 

At 8 o’clock this afternoon, as Ed. 
D. Kelly, editor of the Silver State, 
who came in from Winnemucca this 
morning asa delegate to the Grand 
Lodge I. O, O. F., was passing down 
Carson street in company with a 
friend, he was accosted by several edi- 
tors and candidates for official posi- 
tion, namely, R. R. and E. J. Parkin- 
son, senior and junior editors of the 
Tribune following in the wake of Otto 
Greenhood’s msthetic form, while the 


Hriends of Lieutenant-Governor Adams 
hurried to the place of meeting in 
files of fours, to the number of twelve, 
closely followed by others, whose 
kindly feeling and publie spirit have 
caused them to pad their willing - 
ness to sacrifice themselves upon the 
altar of State or county, with the bees 
of bettering their financial and social 
standing, and demanded of Mr. Kelly, 
through their spokesman, Mr. Green- 
hood, the true name of the Silver 
State's Carson correspondent. ‘ Mr. 
Kelly,’’ said Greenhood, ‘* we feel that 
the fraud who signs himself ‘ Demo- 
crat’ has injured us all, severally 
and/ collectively, through the col- 
ums of your little sheet. We are 
oe. and men of distinction. 
e; or some of us at Jeast, are-Ameri- 
can Citizens; we do not recognise the 
freedom of the press, and I am re- 
quested tu ivform you, sir, that we 
have concluded to muzzle your paper. 
We cannot afford to allow your Carsen 
correspondent to tell what he knows 
about us. I, sir, in the name of com- 
mon justice, demand to know his 
name. I propose to write his history 
from the cradle to the tomb; yes, sir, 
to the tomb, for die he must. We of 
the Hub are savagely in earnest, and 
unless you give us this information you 
will be held responsible for this out- 
rage. What is your answer?” Mr. 
Kelly was extremely nervous, and 
showed signs of weakening, when he 
beheld the towering form of C. W. 
Harris, a brother journalist, coming 
rapidly up the street and immediately 
braced up, stout!y refusing to reveal 
the name of his correspondent. Just 
at this time Judge Lealy, who never 
forgete the iadies, reminded their 
spokesman that Mr. Kelly had not yet 
been informed of the fact that the 
ladies of Carson had been referred to 
in ‘* Democrat’s” letters in a manner 
anything but respectful, and requested 
that that matter be ventilated.
